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1 . Claims 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The specification recites that "The slabs of ceramic material. . .according to the present 
invention... are manufactured from a ceramic mixture consisting of a granulate complying with 
specific parameters as regards particle size and of an aqueous inorganic binder which has special 
composition characteristics". The specification then incorporates by reference U.S. Patent 
5,264,168 to teach these specific parameters. It is submitted, however, that the U.S. patent does 
not specifically set forth "specific parameters as regards particle size" or "special composition 
characteristics" of an inorganic binder. 

2. Claims 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for the process as specifically recited as steps 1-12 on pages 3-4 of the 
specification, does not reasonably provide enablement for the process as generically claimed. 
The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to practice the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 
For example, step 2 on page 3 recites arranging a sheet of paperboard on top of a support. Claim 
6, step 1 recites a support made with a porous material. The specification, thus does not teach a 
support made from a porous material. 
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3. Claims 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

Step 2 on page 3 recites arranging a sheet of paperboard on top of a support. Claim 6, 
step 1 recites a support made with a porous material. The specification, thus does not teach a 
support made from a porous material. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 2/14/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the claims have been redrafted to overcome the 1 12 rejections. 
It is submitted however, that the 112 rejections have not been overcome for the reasons as 
set forth above. 

5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
